There was n big stir in legnl and 


business circles today when it became 
known that David G. Janes, Mayor of 
Racine, had 
commenced 
an action 


against Peter B. Nelson, district at- 
torney of Kacine county, to remove 
him from office, on the ground that 
Mr. Nelson is the Danish Vice- Con- 
sul for the state of Wisconsin, and 
consequently illegally holds the ofliee 
of District Attorney. 


The title of the complaint ist "The 


State of Wisconsin, on the relation of 
David G. .lanes, plaintiff, vs. Peter B. 
Nelson, defendant. 


The 
plaintitT and reiator, by Wil- 


liams, Jones ei Lewis, his attorneys, 
complains and alleges of the defend- 
ant, that, there was a general election, 
duly and legally held oil Tuesday, the 
third day of November, Is'Jo, in the 
several towns and election precincts 
and wards of cities, in the county ot j 
Racine and state o[ Wisconsin, pursu- ( 
ant to the statutes, and among other ; 
oftieers elected was a District At tor- j 
iu-y. That tho reiator has been for 
many years and 's now an elector ot 
Racine county, etc. 


The complaint further allegcst a Re- 


publican convention was held in Sep- I 
tember, 1S90. for the purpose of nom- j 
inating cfliccrs and that Peter 1:. Nel- 
son was nominated for the ofliee of , 
District Attorney. That Mr, Nelson j 
was duly elected and commenced the | 
duties of the oilice January 4ih, 1SOT. j 


It further alleges that Peter K. Xel- ! 


son was not at the time he was elect- 
ed, nnd is not now, and has not been, 
for more than one year past, eligible I 
to hold any office under the govern- j 
ment of the state of Wisconsin, for ' 
the reason that he held and now holds 
an olliee of profit and trust under a 
foreign power, 
towi't: 
I'lider 
the 


power of, and by an appointment un- 
der the authority of the King of Den- 
mark, a foreign power and monarch- 
ial government existing on the con- 
tinent of Europe, which oOiee was ob- 
tained by an appointment as Vice- 
Consul for the State of \Viscousin. 


Further allegations are maiie that 


the defendant, knowing the premises, 
wilfully and u n l a w f u l l y obtained the 
certificate of election of District At- 
torney, on or about January 4, 1S07, 
from "the County Clerk and on said 
day usurped and intruded himself in- 
to said ofliee and has and does hold, 
use and exercise said office and privi- 
leges 
thereto belonging, in violation 


of section 3, article 13. of the cons;!- 
tion of the state of Wisconsin: that 
said oilice of Vice-Consul, the rclator 
believes, if an oin'ce of trust and profit 
nud that fees and emolumeri.'s are de- 
rived there'rom. ar.d that -the defend- 
ant received and accepted fees, etc.. 
during the time set forth, and acted 
and represented the said King of Den- 
mark as Vice-Consul.

How- 
ever, he does all his clover seeding with 
winter wheat. He st'.ys: 


"There is bet ouo way iu which the, 


young Clovor could possi bly injuriously 
affect 
the growing wheat and that 


would be by robbing it of moistnro and 
plant food. But it seeded in March ths 
plant attains but a slight growth before 
the wheat is matured. It begins to show 
itself the latter part of April, and by 
ihii lust of June tho wheat is ready for 
the harvester. Daring this period, as a 
rule, there IB no lack of rain uud mois- 
ture, and we need fear nothing on that 
score. How about tbo olementa npou 
which it lives? lu the first place the 
wheat is a shallow foucler; even if plant- 
ed deeply it will throw out feeding 
roots near the cnrfaco of tho grouud 
while the old ami Jower roots will die. 
On the other hand, the clover starts 
downward at once to liberate and bring 
up thu ulcmeucs stored i:i tbo subsoil. 
Then again tho clover draws its supply 
of nitrogen at tiiin period of its growth 
itluiost t'-iclufiively from the air. Its 
chief value.ns u fertilizing crop lias in

As a Means of Forcing Vegetables 'to •»» 


Early Maturity. 


A contributor to American Gardening 


furnishes this report on experiments.in 
ridging the soil aa a means of forcing 
vegetables to an early maturity. He 
writes: 


I began. with peas. The soil was 


throwa into ridgeu throe feet apart with 
an ordinary plow daring the previous 
autumn. As soon as the tops of tbo 
ridgea wera dry enough to work- a 
smoothing harrow was run over twice 
and a farrow four or five inches deep 
mado upon each ridgo with a Planet Jr. 
cultivator. 'Peas were then sown by 
haud and covered by tho Planet Jr., two 
ridges being also worked down 'to a 
level and planted in tho same manner 
tho same day. The spring waa vary 
cold, with frequent frosts until Jtme, 
bnt not exceptionally wet. The pe'as 
planted on ridges wore ready for pick- 
ing Juuo 20, while those planted on the 
"level" wore not ready till Jtma 28. 
Tho variety was First and Best. This 
v^ag in tho season of 1685. 


In 1S9G the same experiment Was 


tried, bnt the season was warm from 
the first (only ono frost during April) 
aud-the difference in the time of matur- 
ing was only three days. 


Ground for early potatoes waa pre- 


pared in tho same manner ns abovo de- 
scribed for peas,'Early Ohio being tbe 
variety used. In tbe first season (189")) 
they wero cut down repeatedly by frost 
and were a failure. In 1398 Early Ohio 
was planted 4 tou inches deep on ridges 
S feat r.purt, seed pieces 12 inches apart 
in tho "row. They were planted April 
10. A weeder wan run over tbe ground 
every few days, but- this merely kept 
tbe tops of the ridges pulverized. Two 
weeks after ihe potatoes were planted 
the spaces between ths rows were filled 
nearly t o ' t b e top with very strong 
horse manure just from tbo stable. Bain 
soon settled this, sti wo were able- to 
run the weeder until the vines wero too 
iar^oto admit o!-ic. Theywero allowed 
to get perfectly ripe before being dug. 
The- yield w::s at the rate of 309 bushels 
per acre merchantable tubers, very few 
tiffiiill ones and remarkably frco from 
.scab. 


Early Ohio planted on good land in 


tbe ordinary mauner with level culture 
ripened prematurely from blight, which 
prevented an accurate estimate m to

?:u's aud exceedingly scabby. Tho seed

WHEN TO OPEN THE SILO, 


A. Procr«i»«lTO Ohio Farmer's Opinion* «n 


Tills Subject ot General Intvrot. . 


John Gould oi Ohio, in a letter to 


Rural New Yorker, writes on a subject 
of widespread interest. Ha expresses 
hiinseW as follows: 


In a general way the answer might 


bo, "Whenever one needs the ensilage 
to feed." I do not know that thers is 
anything like common agreement in the 
time of opening silos. If the term may 
be used, thera is a great deal of individ- 
uality about silos and their behavior. 
That they are hot or cold at the time 
they are opened makes no difference so 
far aa I can see. Sometimes tho ensilage, 
when the pit is opened, is quite oold and 
another year it will be quite hot 
It li 


simply a matter of the condition of tha 
ferment at that time. So far as the en- 
.bilnge is concerned the opening makes 
no difference with the contents three 
'inches below the surface, aa the air can- 
not aSeot that which is slightly below 
tbo immediate surface. 
I have -no 


"signs" indicating when the ensilage u 
zeady to feed. 
- When the usual amount of ronghag* 
.abbot the faro is fed out in the lata 
fall, I commence at once on theemllage, 
uncover the whole pit and feed from the 
entire surface. A year ago I commenced 
to feed ensilage Nov. 30, and the year 
previous nearly three weeks -earlier.

Some ensilage will remain, 
hot all winter aud some will take on 
hardly heat enough to make the mass 
settle as solidly as it should. The truth 
is I have never seen any ensilage so 
"young" or so "old" but it oonld be fed 
with perfect safety and satisfaction.

Colonel Fenton. come to the council 
lodge at the village, but leave his sol- 
diers bohind. Big Road's old ruca had 
seen visions and had heard warning?, 
his medicine chiefs bad been signaled 
by tho Great Spirit, his young men were 
excited and alarmed, his women were 
weeping and. gathering their children 
to their knees. If tho white chief meant 
peace aud friendship, let him show it 
by coming to his lodge with gifts in his 
hands instead of gun^ He (the white 
chief) was rich, and liif horses and his 
young men were fat aud strong. Big 
Koad was poor aud his people wera 
hungry aud cold, his ponies dying. Fen- 
ton indeed would have gone with only 
his'adjutant and interpreter aud a sin- 
gle orderly but for . the warning of a 
Brnle girl who had , left her peoplo a 
few years before to follow a soldier lev- 
er and had mtido her homo among tho 
whites, a patient, sorrowing woman, 
ever since his nntiraely death. Tho 
Aniorys had provided for her in every 
way, for the.soldier was one of the cnp- 
tnin's troop, and sho had grown deeply 
attached to them,1 oven though now oc- 
casionally visiting her kindred. 
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
